Beit enacted bythe Legislative Assembly of the Torritory of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. The legal voters of the county of Mower, shall
on the first Monday of June, A. D, 1857, meet at the place
designated for holding the last general election in said
county, and vote for a point at which the county scat of said
county shall be located, and the point which shall receive
the highest number of votes, shall thereafter be the perma-
nent county seat for said county.

Sec. 2. The said clection shall be conducted in the man-
ner, and the canvass and returns of votes made as provided
by law for holding, canvassing apd returning votes of gen-
eral elections in this Territory.

Sec. 3. Upon the determination by the people of the loca
tion of the county seat, as hercinbefore provided, the County
Commissioners, or the County Supervisors, as the case may
he at the time of said election, shall select and obtain title
to & suitable site for the county buildings.

Sec. 4. All acts and parts of acta heretofore passed, con-
flicting or interfering with the provisions of this act, are
hereby repealed.
